/PHE: RECENT CHOLERA EPIDEMIC 
AT FOOCHOW, 

The following extract. from the report of 
Dr Rennis, Customs Medical Officer’ at 
Foochow, on the health of that port for 
tho half-year ondod on the 80th September 
last, deals fully with thd eholera epidemic 
that prevailed at Foochow Jast year:— : 

In August cholera mado its firet appears 
ance in an epidemie form since 1877. 
About the middle of July a number of peo- 
plo ic die village of Chunugeti, stuated 
behind the arscual aud dockyard gt Pagoda 
Anchvurage, died of a disease of which the 
syinptoins were dixrrhoa, purging and 
vomiting, cramps in limbs, collapse, and in 
inmost cu-us terminvting Extully 10 hours 
front the ozset of the mulady, “On tho 8th 
July an imported case of cholera was ad- 
mitted ‘inta the Pagoda Anchorage Sea- 
men’s Hospital. Among natives at the 
Auchurago, from the middle till the and of 
July, the disuase was very prevalent. On 
the 26th July, 25 natives are said-to have 
died at Chungehi, and so fatal was the di- 
jsense that an observor remarked that it 
seamed to bin thut all alfeéted died. 

Towards the end of July, oight’scamen 
of HLBMS, £spoir became affected. ‘Puie, 
supposed sources uf discase was, aoratec 
water mada by a native from the water of 
a surface well in. the infucted, villaze. 
Sune of the sailers previous to their iliness 
wore knewn to have partaken of this 
beveragu. Of the eight men affected, five 
died. vs 
From Bagola Anchorsge the ‘disease 
spread amony the inhabitants of ‘buats, 
hamlets and villages, along the bankas ‘of 
the. river duwnwards in tho direction of 
the sei: and up river towards Foochew, 
making its appearance about the LOth 
Angust amuay the natives: of Lautong, 2 
creck & miles loug, which leads frum the 


city, and at that part of’ the southern 
subarb in tho neighbuurhuel of the fish 
market called Houchou. At both these 
places an immense trado in fish is earriod 
ou, almost all the tish from Gshing villages 
on the Min and at the mouth of the 
river being landed at Lautong previous te 
being ‘curried a distances: of half a’ mile 
to Houshou, tv be retailed to tich dealers 
and hawkors, DButh places are very low 
rlying, many houses ut Honchou ‘being 
built over pools of water which ava no 
communication with the river unless at its 
almost aunual ilov.is, when tho Min valley 
uecomea inundated. Behind the huuaes are 
unmerous punds, and in some of. them 
dsh are reared on nightsvil, Other ponds 
individually serve numerous ends. In them 
clothes ‘are washed, uightatuula. serebbed, 
and tish that louks stale or shriveled ‘is, 
previous to being exposed for sale, soaked 
to freshon its- appearance and increase ite 
weight, Freijucntly quantities of fish arrive 
aunting se foully as to be unaaleable, but 
being dusdurigat by burial fur a, night or 
two ln the grouud, and after a bath in‘the 
nearest pond, the stuifis sold to and con- 
sumed by the poorer natives, On tho 14th 
August miny uatives at Lautong and at 
Houchon died On the’ 17th muny eases uf 
cholera occurred at ditferent puints of tha 
suntiern subub. “Between the 17th and 
-Gth August, ina partly detached bit of 
suburb’on the river bank, 100 people died 
vut of a population of 600, At this time 
the disease waa very. prevalent atmong tho 
fluating population.” {nh a cargo-boat 8 men 
died out of a craw of 16, and on board a 
Chinese war juuk 10° mon died out of a 
crew of 20. People living in sampans, 
thinking the disease had sume conndetion 
with thuir crowded anchorage by the muddy 
oanks of thu-siver, moved thwir boats and 
east anchor in mid-stream, but even there. 
the disease followed them, In one sampan 
three ont of fuuruceupantsdicd, Theres may 
hava been numeruna inatances of a similar 
mortality, boat only authentic cases are 
quoted. From the 4th Angust deathe from 
cholera daily ocurred ‘at ouebou, whieh 
seemed the farourite haunt of the malady. 
With varying degrees-of intensity the dissase 
raged here and there in thu city, suburbs 
sand surrounding country villuges, being 
particularly active froco the Wth to the 
25th August and about the middle of Sep- 
ember. Towards the «nd of September it 
begun to take ull . 

In country villges the inhabitants wore 
more than decimated, and the malady was 
wore prevalent iu the auburbs than within 
the city walla “Tt ig_ generally supposed 
that over 80 per cantt. of those allected 
died. No: stutistics*are Kept, and it ie 
impossible to foriit’a currect eatimute’of the 
mortality... By finding out from likin | 
uiliciils the number of coffins that daily 
passed the different likin stations in the 
city and subyrbs, it is caleuluted that from 
the 14th August to thé end of Soptember 
wt least 16,000 natives must have died of 
cholera,

Ja most casts when advica was sought 
early thu symptoma yielded readily :to 
ordinary treatment. Sume natives provided 
with pills containing opium, camphor and 
eapsicuin to arrost diarrhosa, and a mixture 
of essential oils nnd elixir Halleri to pro. 
moty reactioiy suid that when they. trested 
patients at an early staye of what was 
appacently real cholera they had in many 
eases arreated tho disease, In the advanced 
stages all romodies soumed equally futile. 

¥rom the history of the malady in this 
district it would seem to have Leen imported. 
}In the city summer diarrhosn is, every hot 
season, more or Jeasprevalent. Thosa who 
suffor are childrén, and thore is seldom that 
intense prostration of strength, pulsolessnera 
and loss of.speech su characteristic af Asi.tic’ 
cholera, - Such numbera of pouple as haye 
died this autumn in suck a fearfully rapid 
mannerdo not annually die, 

If cholora be communicable by tho in- 
testinal exerotions of sufferors, there are 
in Foochow ample meana for ite propags- 
tion, All nightsoil-from public. latrines 
and nightstools is carriod offimopen buckets, 
by the peasant inhabitanta of coun:ry 
villages, who - store it close to - their 
homes in tanka where it decompuses 
and fermenta till required in the garden 
and fields, In the vicinity of the tanka 
and gardens there is always a pond, which 
aupplies water to dilute the nightsoil pre~ 
vious to potring it over the vegetubles. 
Between wasting buckets and ‘leakage 

froin surrounding gardens the water in the 
I pend must get very much. contaminated. 
‘The continued contact of the peasants’ with 
the evacuations both of the heal by ant tid 
diseased suvms to be the only reason for 
the ureater provaluneo of the malady among 
country people than among the denizens of 
the crowded city. Peasants previous to 
conveying thoir vegetables tu market drench 
them with water te keep them fresh. This 
they accomplish by wading into the nearest 
pond until their bardeus yet-immersed in 
the filthy water. Passing aluny the abreets 
rfraitscllers may be seer: pyuring water, us 
likely"to-be_ contaminated with chuleraic 
evacuations as fot; ayer their fruits, peeled 
atgar-cang and slices oF watermelon. Some 
philanthropist thinking wator mulon. sas 
the chief source of the disease, had plucards 
warning people of- the dsnyer they ran in 
eating this fruit placed in prominent situn- 
tions. By natives water that has not been 
cuvked is seldom drunk ; but fish, veyeta- 
bles aud fruits may have all been polluted 
“With the cvacustivns of the sfilictud. |. Thé 

hivese aro extremely careless as to the 
sluansing of thew dishes and eovking uten- 
sila, so that after all water may have been 
tug carrior of the malady. 

It is pleasant to have tu record go fow 
‘tases of cholera among foreign resicenta. 
several chair-bearerain foreizn employ died 
of the disease, but at an eurly staga the 
cavlivs recognised the serious nature of their 
ailucut, and while strength remained went 
otf to their homes, Ju several instances 
poor afflicted natives, knowing ther end 
wag neac, Juid themselves duwn at the gates 
of European, houses, hoping that when they 
expired their remains would be decently
